Twelve Regional Presidents and 
ten National Commission Chair- 
men met with the National Of- 
ficers of the National Federation 
of Catholic Collage Students, at 
Cincinnati, last week. The group, 
top-ranking representatives of 
Catholic Colleges in the United 
States, were guests of Xavier 
University during the two-day 
meeting. 

John Lynch, Chairman of the 
National Press Commission with 
headquarters here on the campus, 
and Jack Paonessa, business man- 
ager in the Commission’s office, 
gave the National Council a de- 
tailed account of the progress and 
results of the Radio Acceptance 
Poll. They met with Miss Patricia 
Burns, editor of FORUM, Mr. 
James Dougherty, National Presi- 
dent, Mr. John Simons, Executive 
Secretary, Mr. Thojnas Harper, 
second Vice-president, and a few 
others of the Council, in a special 
meeting to determine future ex- 
pansion of FORUM, the NFCCS 
official news organ, and agreed 
on many details for publicizing 
the A^ork of the Federation. 

The group welcomed the dis- 
closure that more than $100,000 
have already been sent to Cath- 
olic students in Europe, as a re- 
sult of the efforts of the Federa- 
tion’s relief drive, this year. By 
the end of the year it is expected 
that the total amount will reach 
nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars. 

The announcement that the 
Radio Acceptance Poll will prob- 
ably be carried on for another 
year was received with pleasure 
by the delegates. High praise was 
extended to the St. Joe men for 
their leadership in this work of 
public opinion survey. Mr; John 
Farrell, president of the New 
York Region, gave a most en- 
couraging report of the effects 
of RAP on the collegians in his 
state and in New York City , and 
their enthusiasm for it.. 

The closing hours of the meet- 
ing were given to plans for the 
National Congress of the NFCCS 
to be held in Philadelphia, April 
22-25. St. Joseph’s, which holds 
the National Press Commission, 
will sponsor the panel on the 
Press, and a publicity exhibit at 
the Congress. 
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
